This was not so a quarter of a century ago when high 
school pupils were obliged to master a page of dictionary for 
their morning spelling lesson. The young man who is about 
to enter upon his business life will find that both his penman- 
ship and his spelling qualities are a factor in his advancement 
in the commercial world.

civil service test for a government position of any nature is 
given a test in both his penmanship and spelling and it nat- 
urally behooves the young man or woman who has ambition;

be paid in the various grades of school in order to lit the pupils 
for earning a livelihood.
